The  Use  of  Flax  as  a  Nurse  Crop 

In  West  Central  Iowa,  a  farmer  seeded  six  acres  of  Bison  flax  and  six  acres  of 
early  oats  the  first  week  in  April.  Alfalfa  was  seeded  with  both  the  flax  and  the  oats. 
Along  in  July,  when  both  flax  and  oats  were  harvested,  it  was  discovered  that  there 
was  an  excellent  stand  of  alfalfa  with  the  flax,  but  very  little  stand  with  the  oats. 
The  flax  crop  yielded  only  one-fourth  to  one-third  as  much  as  the  oats,  but  the  price 
is  seven  times  as  great.  This  man  is  very  enthusiastic  about  flax,  and  we  wonder  if 
many  of  our  readers  have  had  a  similar  experience.
